BIG IMPROVEMENT 
BY STATE’ COTTON 
IN PAST 30 DAYS 


Condition of 64 Is 1 Per 
Cent Improvement, 
While Estimated Yield 
Increases. 


BOLL WEEVIL HALTED 
BY HEAT AND DROUTH 


Growing Plant in Highly 
Cultivated State— Out- 
look Is, Bright for Good 


Crop. 


BY LOYD A. WILHOIT. 

Developments of a highly opti- 
mistic nature in connection with the 
growing cotton crop are reported in 
a statement issued Friday by John 
S. Dennee, agricultura] statistician 
of the state co-operative crop ré- 
porting service, features of which 
were: 

Improvement of 1 per cent in con- 
dition during thé period of May 25 
to June 25, the latest condition fig- 
ure being 64 per cent of a normal 
crop. Seventy-seven is the ten-year 
average. 

An estimated yield for Georgia of 
1,121,400 bales, the estimated yield 
on May 25 being less than a mil- 
lion bales. Last year’s yield was 
1,414,652, 1,801,685 being the six-year 
(boll weevil period) average. 

A thirty-day period of extremely 
favorable weather, during which the 
growing plant developed splendidly 
and is now in a high state of cul- 
tivation, chopping being en@ed. The 
plant is 10 to 30 days late and is 
stunted from early reverses, but its 
prospects as to yield are very en- 
couraging. 

Weevll Is Checked. 
checked 
by intense Heat and drouth and by 
poisoning and piéking. If the dry 
weather continues, the statement 
says, the weevil menace is eliminat- 
ed. 

Compilation of acreage figures to 
show that the area planted in cot- 
ton in Georgia this year is 3,600,- 
000 acres, as compared to 5,000,000 
acres last year. This is a reduc- 
tion of 28 per cent, as compared to 
the estimated reduction of 33 per 
cent as issued on May 25. 

Ten per cent of the acreage plant- 
ed to cotton this year was aban- 
doned during June, the statement 
added, but this land was replanted 
in food and feed crops. 

The Georgia figures are particu- 
larly interesting . when compared 
with the national estimate, issued 
Friday by the department in Wash- 
ington, which places the condition 
of the national cotton crop at 69.2 
per cent of normal, and the yield 
at 8,433,000 bales. 

Dennee’s Statement. 

The complete statement of Mr. 
Dennee, whose agency is a joint 
bureau of the state department of 
agriculture and the federal bureau 
of crop estimates, follows: 

‘Tt is estimated that the area of 
cotton in cultivation this year in 
Georgia is about 3,600,000 acres, as 
compared with 5,000,000 acres, the 
revised estimate of acreage in cul- 
tivation a year ago, being a de- 
crease of 1,400,000 acres, or 28 per 
cent. This is the smallest area that 
Georgia has had under cotton in 20 
years. 

“No money, no credit, the low 
price of cotton, poor and irregular 
stands and insect infestation are a 
few of the reasons given by the 
farmers for abandoning approxi- 
mately 10 per cent of their cotton 
acreage by June 25, to be planted 
to corn and peanuts, sorghum, cow- 
peas and other forage crops. 

“The condition of the growing 
crop on June 25 was 64 per cent of 
a normal, as compared with 63 on 
May 25, 1921; 63 on June 25, 1920, 
and 77, the average for the past ten 
years, on June 25. 

Forecasted Yield. 

“A condition of 64 on June 25 

forecasts a yield per acre of about 


150.4 pounds and a total production 
of about 1,121,400 bales 600 pounds 
gross. The final outturn will in all 
probability be larger or smaller 
than this amount according as grow:

Full confession from John Wyatt,

Washington, July 1.—Peace with 

Germany now awaits only the sig- 
nature of President Harding. 

Ten minutes after the senate Fri- 
day had placed its official} approval 
upon the declaratory joint resolu- 
tion to effect an end to the tech- 
nical state of hostilities stil] in 
force, the measure was on its way 
to the white house. 

The president had left for a short 
vacation trip to the home ‘of Sen- 
ator Frelinghuysen at Raritan, 
N. J.. but a special messenger can 
reach him with the document for 
signing either Saturday or Mon- 
day. The only necessary delay in 
routine was that involved in Sec- 
rétary Hughes’ perusal. and ap- 
proval of the declaration before its 
submission to the president. 

Passage of the resolution in the 
senate followed an afternoon of de- 
bate, during which democrats bit- 
terly criticized its terms. 

No Formalities. 


No formality attended the conclu- 


Sion of the part of congress-in the 


peace-making process. Senators 
cried “vote, vote.” After Senator 
LaFollette of Wisconsin had con- 


demned the seizure of German prop-' 


erty .and the clerk called the roll. 
fewer than 60 members of the 98 
members of the senate were pres- 
ent. and they were obvigusly glad 
that the long-discussed peace was 
about to be established.

was none of the enthusiasm of war 
days, none of the patriotic ferver, 
and no sense on the part of the 
senate of having accomplished an 
historic event.

The entire performance 
was perfunctory, for it was a fore- 
gone conclusion that fhe  resolu- 
tion would pass, and democratic op- 
position was rather from principle 
than from any belief that the pass- 
age of the resolution might be im- 
peded.

PULLMAN ' ALLOWED

Chicago, July 1.—Railway union 
leaders tonight were undecided on 
their final attitude toward the gen- 
eral twelve per cent wage reduction 
which became effective today on 
virtually every railroad in the coun- 
try by order of the United States 
railroad labor board. 

Despite considerable dissatisfac- 
tion displayed among many em- 
ployees, no reports of ,sporadic 
strikes or any serious threats of 
strikes were reported to thé union 
chiefs here today. 

Approximately one thousand five 
hundred delegates from system or- 
ganizations of the big four brother- 
hoods, the shop crafts, the main- 
tenance of way men, telegraphers, 
clerks and switchmen met here to- 
day to convass the situation. Heads 
of the big four and the sixteen 
American Federation of Labor un- 
ions held a short meeting this 
morning before the officers separat- 
ed to convene the organization 
meetings, 

After acceding to the dictum of 
the railroad labor board directing 
that wage negotiations be held with 
union representatives instead of the 
employees en masse, the Pullman 
company was today given permis- 
sion to make wage reductions for 
shop crafts employees. The reduc- 
tions will amount to from six to 
cents an hour and become effective 
today.

Fiume, July 1.—Captain Gabriel 
d’Annunzio’s adherents are reor- 
sxanizing their forces into a contin- 
gent which will respond to any 
emergency which arises here. The 
war cry has gone Out to former 
followers of the post-soldier, and 
they are cungregating here and 
have aiready organized a body cvall- 
ed the “Serviee Trieste.”

Grand juries. are peculiarly in a position 
to observe the workings of the criminal 
division of the court and its various of- 
ficers. 

After having the opportunity for the past 
few months to acquaint ourselves with the 
activities of this court, we wish to give 
expression of our appreval of the adminis- 
tration of his honor, Judge John D. Hum- 
phries, on the bench for the past two and 
one-half years. 

Wave of Crime. 

Judge Humphries came to the bench at 
a time when the country was involved in 
war; when large bodies of men, for the 
most part young and many without family 
ties, were congested in our several army 
camps in and around Atlanta; and when 
the prohibition law was new and most dif- 
ficult of enforcement. Due jn large meas- 
ure, most probably, to these causes, a wave 
of crime seemed to sweep the country until 
it s doubled and possibly trebled in the 
jurisdiction of this court. 

Under these most adverse and trying con- 
ditighs, Judge Humphries has earned an en- 
viable reputation as a jurist. At all tints 
courteous and considerate of everyone with 
whom his duties bring him in contact, he 
has ever disposed of the business of his 
court with atcuracy in hig rulings on the 
law, with dispatch in the volume of busi- 
ness handled, with a firm hand in dealing 
with the criminal when convicted, fet with 
mercy when sentencing the unfortunate who 
hag transgresset the law and who has yet 
not become a handened and confirmed crim- 
inal, as well as in sentencing the young 
man who, from inexperience, lack of proper 
home training or other cause, has become 
involved in the meshes of the law, but who 
still has the possibility of reformation and 
an honorable life ahead of him. 

Ju Is Commended. 

We commend Judge Humphries to this 
community as an upright official who de- 
gerves the hearty co-operation of all law- 
abiding people in his efforts to justly ad- 
minister the criminal laws. 

Early in the administration of Judge 
Humphries, it became necessary for the 
ecurt to sit in practically continuous ses- 
sions and even to eall in the aid of judges 
from other circuits. Many weeks each year 
both the division presided over by Judge 
Humphries and another presided over by 
some visiting judge, are in session at the 
same time in the trial of criminal cases; 
and yet indictments are accumulating much 
more rapidly than the court with outside 
assistance can dispose of them. 

In 1916 the indictments returned into 
court numbered 784: in 1917, 840; in 1919 
the number had grown to 1,061, and in 
1920, 1,357. Ignoring the indictments re- 
turned at today’s session of the grand 
jury, which could not be included in this 
calculation, the grand juries have returned 
into court during the first six months of 
this year 896, which, after taking into ac- 
count the business of this session, will av- 
erage considerably over 1,800 indictments 
for the year 1921. ‘These statistics are giv- 
‘en to show the rapid increase in the court’s 


| business, 
, , 861 Cases Are Heard. 

In 1919, with all the aid from outside 
| judges which could be secured, the court 
| was able to dispose of 861 cases. In 1920,. 
| 1.007 cases. During the first six 1 ths 
| of 1921, with the generous help of vidfting 
judge& for several weeks, and with Judge 
Humphries remaining on the bench almost 
every court day, 510 cases—approximately— 
have been disposed of. It can be readily 
seen that untried criminal caseg of the dig- 
nity of felonies are rapidly accumulating 
beyond the possibility of the court to dis- 
pose of them. 

The enforcement of the law demands that 
all cases indicted by the grand jury should 
be disposed of by the court with certainty 
and reasonable speed, and that no casés 
should be allowed to go by default for lack 
of machinery to dispose of them. It would 
be a deplorable condjtion for the conges- 
tion of the courts to reach that point that 


a criminal could secure his reléase on bond 
and gain his virtual freedom and immunity 
from trial because of the inability of the 
court to reach his case; and yet, with ap- 
preximately tyrice the business reaching the 
court that it has the time to dispose of, 
such a condition has _ practically been 
reached. : - 
We, therefore, in the interest of’ the fair, 
impartial and speedy disposition of the 
criminal business of the county, hereby rec- 
ommend such legislation ag may be neces- 
sary for the establishment of another crim- 
inal division of Fult superior court.

Doping Contests 


New York, July 1.--Never before 

in pugilistie hister has there 
been a battle in which opinion was 
so widely divergent as in the fight 
on Saturday at Jersey City. Demp- 
sey adherents talk as though it 
was a hundred to.one shot. Bernard 
Shaw, leading the pack of those who 
believe in the superiority of the 
Frenchman, is on record with the 
Btatement that Carpentier should 
be favorite at least 50 to 1. 
' The fact of the matter is that no 
one has any very clear idea of what 
may.happen. The majority certain- 
ly favor Dempsey to win, but their 
belief is not reflected in the betting. 
It was expected that as the time 
of the battle neared the odds would 
lengthen considerably and 
there would be much betting at 5 to 
lL and 6 to 1 with Dempsey on the 
long end.

Those who favor 
Dempsey and those who favor Car- 
pentier. Your friends of teday are 
those who think as yeu do abhaut 
the fight. Your enemies are those 
who disagree with you, 

The fight has been laheled “the 
Battle of the Century.” Com- 
ing so soon after the world war 
it does not’seem exactfy sound, but 
it probably is. It is estimated that 
there have been as many wotds 
written about this fight as there 
were about the first battle of the 
Marne. More than sixty thousand 
people have already bought tickets. 
Indications are that there will be 
between eighty and ninety thousand 
peeple present at the fight. Mere 
than a thousand reporters, special 
writers, sob sisters, psychologists, 
and trained literary seals of every 
kind and description will be present 
to tell the world what happens. Fer- 
haps no event since the peace can- 
ferenee—or before—will have heen 
so completely and exhaustively eev- 
ered.

_ ATLANTA IS -LAGGING. 

In the very important matter of 
recruiting our battalion of national 
guardsmen Atlanta is lagging be- 
hind every other city in Georgia 
in which a similar effort has been 
made. 

The fact is that every other such 
city has completed its recruiting, 
having brought its militia unit up 
to. full strength some time ago, 
while the Atlanta organization 
still lacks between fifty and sixty 
men to fill out its full complement 
of a battalion. : 

It is also necessary that the. bat- 
talion be recruited up to full 
Pstrength by July 5 to enable it to 
participate in the National Guard 
of Georgia encampment, to be held 
on St. Simon island, beginning 
July 10. 

The Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
‘merce is actively and aggressively 
assisting in the recruiting process 
by requesting the business men of 
Atlanta to- encourage their eligible 
employees to join the national 
guard. 

The employers have, as a rule, 
indorsed the movement and pledg- 
ed it their sympathetic support; 
but that is not enough. Neither is 
it enough for them merely to con- 
sent to their employees joining the 
guard. | . 

They should urge their eligible 
young men employees to join— 
urge it as a patriotic duty to their 
city, the state and the country. 

They should impress upon the 
minds of the young men that it 
is not for service as soldiers in 
the field that men are wanted and 
needed in the national guard, but 
more for service locally in case of 
riot, a great fire or storm or any 
other unexpected calamity or dis- 
aster entailing the need of well- 
drilled organized forces to main- 
tain order and ~arry relief to suf- 
fering human beings. 

By joining now, provided the 
battalion is recruited up to full 
strength by that date, the recruit 
can avail himself of a pleasant out- 
ing at the encampment, under mil- 
itary duty for only a part of each 
day, and on full pay of the regular 
soldier, with no personal expenses 
for self-maintenance during the 
time of the encampment. 

It is desirable for the welfare of 
the city and for the enhancement 
of the spirit of civic pride in AT- 
lanta, that the employers and the 
young men of Atlanta give this 
movement the consideration and 
co-operation it deserves. 


JUDGES AND “TOTERS.,” 


Judge Sylvain Lazarus, of the 
San Francisco police court, an- 
nounced from the bench a few 
days ago that hereafter any citi- 
zen brought before him on the 
charge of carrying a concealed 
weapon in violation of the law, 
and found guilty, would be sent to 
jail for a period of not less than: 
six months. 

‘ The culprit, he said, would be 
given no alternative of paying a 
fine, no opportunity . to “fix things.” 
Six months in jail would be his 
minimum sentence, regardless of 
his position in society, the status 
of his financial resources or the 
color of his skin. 

If all judges in a given commu- 
nity would unite and stand to- 
gether on the policy of sending 
convicted gun-carriers to jail for 
a minimum of six months, without 
fining alternative, it is safe to 
hazard a prediction that very few 
cases of that nature would be 
tried in that community, for the 
simple reason that the habitual 
“toters” would not care to take 
the risk of being caught with guns 
in their pockets. 

Of course, the mere carrying of 
a pistol in the hip pocket may | 
strike some as being a trivial of- 
fense upon which to hang a six- 
months’ sentence; but if, by de- 
priving the “gun-toter” of half a 
year of his freedom a human life 
might be spared, and he, perhaps, 
be saved from the gallows or a 
life-time of imprisonment, the se- 
vere penalty for the minor offense 
in the first instance would be 
abundantly justified. 

Every man who has'a_ grave- 
filler pistol in his pocket stands 
momentarily in danger of forfeit- 
ing his liberty for the rest of his 
natural life, or worse; and, so 
long as we have laws against the 
carrying of pistols and other 
weapons of death, it is the duty of 
the courts to go as far as they can 
in protecting misguided offenders 
against the possible ghastly conse- 
quences of their folly.

THE BUBBLE OF PROOF. 

Under the title “Proof That Cold 
Does Cause ‘Colds’ ” an article ap- 
parently manufactured by a staff 
man on a Sunday newspaper and 
pretty widely circulated, has been 
clipped and mailed to me by no less 
than fourteen readers. 

The “proof” that eold does cause 
“colds!’—whatever they may not be 
—is credited to the New York Medi- 
cal Journal, a fine old medical peri- 
odical with a fine old medical way. 
On referring to the medical period- 
ical I find that the “proof” consists 
of a paragraph in an old editorial 
item on “Cold and Respiratory Dis- 
ease” in which some Paris mortal- 
ity statistics campiled by one Louis 
Besson are reterred to, Just to 
show how similar is fine old med- 
ical reasoning to the too popular 
deductions and the notions on this 
particular subject, I will quote this 
paragrapn: 

“Louis Besson has compiléed the 
mortality returns in Paris from 
bronchitis, lobar and _ bronchial 
pneumonia, so-called congestion of 
the lungs and other respiratory af- 
fections except phthisis (tuberculo- 
sis), by weeks, covering a period of 
ten years, from 1904 to 1913, and 
compared these with meteorologi- 
eal conditions, especially tempera- 
ture and wind direction. -He finds 
the minimum deaths from these dis- 
eases in the first week of Septem- 
ber and the maximum itn the second 
week of February with a secondary 
rise near the middle of April. The 
number of deaths corresponds close- 
ly with the temperature, the effect 
of the latter being increased espe- 
cially by winds from the northeast. 
As might be expected, the highest 
death rate lags three weeks behind 
the lowest temperature and most 
marked influence of air movement, 
At 20 degrees Centigrade (68 de- 
grees F.—perhaps the Centigrade is 
used to impress the reader that this 
is a strictly scientific editorial com- 
ment, for all its old-womanish ef- 
fect), the deaths were 84,.at 50 de- 
grees F. they” were 142, while at 
freezing (0 Centigrade, 32 F.) they 
were 230. At 68 F. a fire wouta 
hardly be needed, but at both 60 and 
32 F. it would undoubtedly be start- 
ed, and yet the increase in deaths 
from 68 to 50 F. and from 50 to 32 
F. is practically the same.” 

Such is the “proof” that cold 
causes bronchitis, pneumonia, s0- 
called congestion of the lungs and 
other respiratory affections except 
consumption—though why except 
consumption? 

So far as these curious data may 


be concerned one might with equal- 
ly good logic assume that it Is bet- 
ter to put out fire when the tem- 
perature goes below 50 F. 

Surely there was no need to go 
to France for such information. Our 
country has a much better and more 
dependable vital statistics bureau 
than has France, and a much better 
weather bureau too. We all know, 
or at least we usually assume that 
pneumonia, diphtheria, the measles, 
the inhfluenze, coryza, tonsillitis, 
bronchitis, and the other respira- 
tory infections (the fine old medical 
journal carefully calls them affec- 
tions in this particular item) pre- 
vail chiefly in the colder seasons.

MURRAY BUTLER 
SAYS REJECTION 
OF LEAGUE FINAL 


London, July 1.—Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, president of Columbia 
university, has emphasized to all in- 
quirers during his present visit here 
that he had not come to Europe as 
“President Harding’s Colonel House,” 
and that any suggestion to that ef- 


fect was preposterous and ridicu- 
lous. 

Dr. Butler has taken every oppor- 
tunity at the numerous functions he 
has attended, where he has met 
many of the most influential figures 
in British official and social cireles, 
of assuring them that America’s 
“air-tight” rejection of the league 
of nations, as first enunciated here 
by Ambassador Harvey in his speech 
before the Pilgrim’s society, is final 
and absoluté. 

Referring to this subjection an in- 
formal talk today, Dr. Butler said: 

“Ambassador Harvey told the Pil- 
grims and the world of America’s 
definite decision. But despite his as- 
surances that it was absurd-.to be- 
lieve that the United States micht 
yet be beguiled into the league, I 
have found many in Englana still 
cherishing the idea that this is not 
really the case. These people cite 
as justification of their views, let- 
ters they have received in consider- 
able number from friends of the 
league in the United States telling 
them that the reported rejection of 
the league is nothing but the politi- 
cal by-play and _— in the end the 
United States will certainly join. 

“T am of the opinion expressed by 
some prominent British spokesman 
that any misunderstanding on this 
point is mischievious and consti- 
tutes a real danger. I have, there- 
fore, concluded that the best thing 
to do is to tell such folks simply 
and bluntly that Harvey spoke the 
real truth, and Im doing it.

J. Bell, A. E. Renfroe, W. W. Bate- 
man, J. W. West. and Ralph Ewing, 
city policemen of East Point. The 
party was led by Sheriff Baze- 
more. 

According to the final stories of 
the prisoners, which agreed in all 
important details, the robbery was 
planned last week while the three 
were on a visit to a still in the 
vicinity of Atlanta.

ed. That grand jury, the term 
of which expired on January 3, 
1921, disclosed in its present- 
ments the fact that for three 


years this city had been the 
headquarters of an organized 
gang of confidence men; that 
openly and unmolested this or- 
ganization of sharpers had flour- 
ished here. The chief of police 
was acquitted in these present- 
ments of actual connivance 
though not of lack of knowl- 


edge of the conditions exposed. 
The detective department was 
oharged with actual collusion. 
Succeeding «grand juries con- 
firmed the declaration of that 
body. We also desire to favor 
its findings, and to express our 
regret that the element which 
controlled then, controls now. 

We believe that on the police 
force are many honest and con- 
scientious men who desire to be 
faithful to all trusts imposed on 
them. We know that in the mu- 
nicipal assembly are represent- 
atives who would not knowingly 
and wilfully deliver this com- 
munity over to influences which 
have systematically protected 
crime, 

We deplore, however, . the 
action of city council In refus- 
ing to adopt the majority re- 
port of its own special investi- 
gating committee which, after

To the Honorable John D. Humphries, Judge

Your grand jury. impanelied and sworn 
for the May term, do herewith beg to make. 
the following presentments: 

1. That a heavy chaingang sentence in 
addition to a fine be placed in all cases 
dealing with whisky sellers and bootleggers. 

2. That additional room and facilities be 
provided for the young criminals in the 
juvenile court, ag the present facilities are 
auite inadequate, and we recommend that 
the commissioners of Fulton county pro- 
vide the necessary additional facilities. 

3. We recommend that the county commis- 
sioners provide the sheriff with a suitable 
van for transporting prisoners from the jail 
to the courtherse. 

In Jail Three Years. 


4. We requested the sheriff to furnish the 
grand jury with a list of prisoners who 
had been in jail for more than three months, 
and we hand you herewith report, from 
which you will see that one inmate, John 
Brown, charg with murder, has been in 
jail since November 12, 1917—over three 
years and eight months, 

This case has been to the supreme court 
only one time and there is no excuse why 
the county should be put to expense of this 
prisoner for such a long time. Another 
prisoner has been in jail since August 23, 
1919—nearly two years: We understand 
that these delays are sei due to the 
failure of the court reporter in not prompt- 
ly writing out and filing his notes accord- 
ing to Jaw. We understand that it is the 
practice of court reporters to take private 
work outside of his duties as court reporter. 
We recommend that arrangements be made 
to require his entire time for court work. 

5. We believe that the pool rooms as now 
conducted in Atlanta are a menace to the 
city in that they serve as loafing placcs 
for idlers and gamblers and are the breed- 
ing places of all sorts of crime, and we 
recommend that the license of these places 
be heavy and that the police have such 
supervision over them as not to allow people 
out of employment to make them their 
headquarters.

pany conferred with employees and 
proposed a wage reduction equal to 
that granted the railroads by the 
labor board on June 1. The em- 
Pployees refused to accept the re- 
duction and the board held that 
under the transportation act the 
conferences should have been held 
with duly selected representatives 
of the majority of the empdoyees and 
refused to grant the company a re- 
duction. Negotiations were then 
begun with B. M. Jewell, head of 
the shop crafts, but when no agreé- 
ment was reached, the company 
again submitted its petition to the 
board. 

The company has maintained an 
“open shop” policy for several years 
and has declined to recognize the 
union leaders as entirely represent- 
ative of all employees for that rea- 
son, 

The executives’ meeting, it was 
said, took no action other than to 
place the entire wage Situation in 
the hands of a committee headed by 
B. M.. Jewell, who is president of 
the Railway Employees department 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. The other membDers are £&. H. 
Fitzgerald, president of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway and Steamship 
Clerks, Freight Handlers, Express 
and Station Employees: L. E. Shep- 
pard, president of the Order of 
Railway Conductors; E. J. Manion, 
president of the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers, and Timothy Shea, 
vice president of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and En- 
ginemen.

While there was no indication of 
dissension between the organiza- 
tions over the wage reductions, a 
definite line of demarcation devel- 
oped. The big four, according to 
Harry P. Daugterty, vice grand

“The weather of the past three 
weeks was distinctly favorable for 
cotton, according to our correspond- 
ents, and the plants made gatisfac- 
tory growth and development, all 
things considered. Chopping is com- 
pleted, and a hfgeh degree of cult!- 
vation is plafnly noticeable in most 
of the fields. 

“Nevertheless not a few farmers

But when viewing the state as a 
whole the plants vary greatly in 
size ranging frequently, in the same 
field, from six inches high to just 
beginning to bloom, making it dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, for weather 
suitable for all stages of develop- 
ment. 

“Boll weevil reported numerous 
for so early in the season, but is be- 
ing held in check by extreme heat 
and by poisoning and picking in- 
fested squares. Plowing is being 
continued in some counties as part 
of the fight against the pest, Some 
farmers profess to beljeve the wee- 
vil menace will not materialize if 
the present extremely hot dry 
weather holds out. There are also 
seasonal complaints of worm, red 
spider and lice, but on the whole 
the damage to date is believed to 
be inconsiderable from insect pests. 

“Many farmers report they used 
no commercial fertilizer under cot- 
ton this year. Some few farmers 
say they used compost and cotton 
seed meal and acid. Many report 
thev use no fertilizer of anv sort

From reports leaking out of the 
executive session it was learned on 
good authority that southern sen- 
ators were active in behalf of Mr. 
Taft, with the exception of Mr. Wat- 
son. Senators Borah and Johnson, 
who actively fought the confirma- 
tion, were underetood to have cen- 
tered their fight on Mr. Taft’s legal 
training, experience and qualifica- 
tions. According to reparts filter- 
ing out of the senate chamber 
these senators charged that the ap- 
pointment was “purely political.” 

Senator Watson, when asked for 
his reasons in voting against ex- 
President Taft, enumerated six. 

“My objections to the nomination 
of Mr. Taft,” said Senator Watson, 
“are: first, that he was the pioneer 
injunction judge who outrageously 
changed the law against the labor- 


tions. 

“Second, that he has been an ap- 
pointed office holder all his life, ef- 
cept in the single instance when 
President Roosevelt personally took 
charge of his campaign for the pres- 
idency in 1908 and caused him to be 
elected as a progressive. 

Charges Stand-Pattism. 

“Third, immediately after the elec- 

tion he went back on Roosevelt and. 


joined the stand-patters and his ad- 
ministration was a most reactionary 
stand-pat administration. During 
his administration his attorney-gen- 
eral, Wickersham, (law partner of 
his brother, Henry Taft) was a 
party to the deal by which the sugar 
trust obtained the-best lands in the 
Philippine Islands for which Mr. 
Taft, as governor of the islands, had 
paid the Spanish friars seven mil- 
lion dollars. 

“Fourth, he appointed as secre- 
tary of the interior the notorious 
Dick Ballinger who tried to deliver 
the national power sites to J. 
Morgan’s General Electric company 
and the mineral wealth of Alaska 
to the Guggenheim intereste. 
This conspiracy was defeated by 
Gifford Pinchot and a department 
clerk named Lawlor and the law- 
yer Mr. Brandeis, who is now an as- 
sociate justice of the supreme court.

President Taft was investigated by 
a senatorial committee and in order

FEATURE WEEK 


New York, July 1.—An early week 
advance on the settlement of the 


cotton market. 


which had sold up to 12.55 on the 
improvement in the British labor 
situation, eased off to 12.03 just 
before the crop figures were pub- 
lished early this afternoon. Doubt- 
less the failure of the better for- 
eign news and low private crop re- 
ports from recent low records was 
a disappointment to early week buy- 
ers. 

This, combined with a feeling that 
a bullish government report had 
been pretty well discounted and the 
approach of the adjournment for 
over the Fourth, probably accounted 
for much of the scattering liquida- 
tion noted later in the weék. It 
left the market in a steadier tech- 
nical position, however, and while 
today’s report was in line with .ex- 
pectations, it was followed by a 
rally on covering. The govern- 
ment’s condition report of 69.2 was 
almost exactly the same ag the av- 
erage of private estimates, while 
the figures on acreage and indicated 
yield were also closely in line, the 
former showing a decrease of 28.4 
per cent in the area planted and 
the latter a prospective outturn 
of 8,433,000 bales, including linters. 

Local statisticians are estimating 
that domestic consumption and ex- 
ports for the season ending on July 
31 will amount to about 11,000,000 
bales, including linters, or more 
than two million more than the in- 
dicated crop for next season. Many 
believe that both domestic con- 
sumption and exports will run larg- 
er from now on and there was prob- 
ably some buying late today on 
expectations that there would be a 
very substantial -reduction in the 
carryover next season. 

The influence of such views on 
sentiment, however, is offset to 
some extent by the large supply of 
old crop cetton now available, in 
the opinion of local brokers who 
expect the rate of marketing, as 
well as crop progress, to play a 
part in fluctuations during July and 
August. Spot sales in the Liver- 
pool market have been running 
heavier. sinee the settlement of the 
coal strike and for the past week 
were more thah double those of the 
previous week or the corresponding 
week last year. 


BUSINESS REVIVAL NOT 
YET COME, SAYS DUN’S 


New York, July 1.—Dun’s tomor- 
row will say: 

General commercial revival hav- 
ing failed to develop during the first 
half of the year, it igs not the time 
to look for decisive improvement in 
conditions. Even in active periods 
July brings interruptions of work 
for repairs, and other restraints add 
their weight this year. The com- 
bined ‘effect of these forces appears 
in a further slowing down in basic 
in@ustries and primary markets, and 
a larger retail distribution of sea- 
eonable merchandise is only a par- 
tial offset.

PREPAREDNESS PLEA. 
VOIGED BY HARRIS 


Chattanogga, Tenn., July 1.—Ma- 
jor General reter C. Harris, adju- 
tant general of the United States 
army, who 18 in the cily as a guest 
of the convention of the ‘'ennessee 
dagepartment of the American Le- 
Bion, tuuay discussed army affairs, 
with special reference to unprepar- 
edness and disarmament at a lunch- 
eon given in his honor by civic or- 
ganizations, ® 

“Speech-making is a dangerous 
occupation tor army officers,’ said 
General Harris, who explained that 
he wanted to say what he thought, 
but that it was not always a safe 
proposition, and continued: 6 

“The people have demanded 
sweeping reductions in expenses for 
our military establishments, as they 
have been told that most of our 
national revenues go for war— 
past, present and future. And con- 
press, aS is proper, has given them. 
But the people have not been told 
the whole truth. They dvdn’'t re- 
alize that appropriations for the 
army were last year but 8.8 per 
cent of the total cost, and those 
for the navy 9.5 per cent. 

“The people don’t reglize what a 
small percentage of the total ap- 
propriations those of the standing 
army and navy are. The secretary 
of the treasury recently estimated 
world war cost to the United States, 
exclusive of what was owed by the 
allies, at $24,010,000,000. Recent es- 
timates of indirect cost raise that 
to $32,000,000,000. This is four 
times the total cost of our military 
establishment from the declaration 
of independence up to the world 
war in 1917. 

“This ig the cost of unprepared- 
ness; of we had used a fraction of 
1 per cerft of this sum each year 
there would have been no war for 
America, or if we had been forced 
in Germany would have been 
beaten in 1917 instead of 1918. The 
tremendous cost to the United 
States in men and money is due 
to our unpreparedness. 

‘It was thirteen months after our 
entry into the world war before a 
single division of ours got Into the 
fighting line, and fifteen months be- 
fore we had any decided effect: 
Can we always hope for allies who 
will hold the enemy back fifteen 
months, while we get ready?- 

“Now as to disarmament, I am 
heartily in favor of a real disarma- 
ment, and hope the time its not far 
distant when something can be 
done to accomplish this. But I do 
not think that it can be done by 
the United States alone.” 


DE VALERA CONFERRED 
Wilh FREED LEADERS. 


Dublin, July 1.—Shortly after the 
release from Mount Joy prison of 
Arthur Griffith, founder of the Sinn 
Fein organization, on Thursday, 
Eamonn de Valera, the Irish repub- 
lican leader, went to Mr. Griffith's 


‘home in Clontarf and conferred with 


him. Mr. De Valera also conferred 
with Professor John MacNeill, pres- 
ident of the Gaelic league, who was 
released with Mr. Griffith. 

The Irish republican leaders are 
in general accord and will state 
their common case at the conference 
- the Mansion house here on Mon- 
ay. 

The attitude of the southern 
unionist representatives who will 
attend this conference is understood 
to be favorable to acceptance by 
Mr. De Valera of the invitation of 
the British prime minister, Mr. 


Lloyd-George, to confer with rep- 


resentatives of the British govern- 
ment and northern Ireland in Lon- 
don. They are said to be in sub- 
stantial agreement with the repub- 
licans in deprecating the separa- 
tion of Northeast Ulster and their 
suggestion will be in the direction, 
it igs believed, of increasing the 
power of the central council which 
will bind together the northern and 
southern parliaments.
